FASHION SHOW (Hamblen) Early to Late. 36 inches. (Helen McGregor x Hit 
Parade) x (Mary Randall). Beautifully formed with closed standards and wide, 
flaring falls. All petals are delightfully ruffled. The color is violet with mauve 
shadings. An overlay of gold dusting extends from the haft well over the fall 
petals, creating an illusionary bi-tone effect. A bright orange beard lights up 
the flower. Substance is fine, branching is exceptional with many well-spaced 
blessoms on strongrstalks.

PRETTY CAROL (Hamblen) Midseason-Late. 36-38 inches. (Pink Tower x Radiation) 
x (Mary Randall) Lovely rich orchid self with a lighter area in the center of the 
falls, highlighted by a complementary tangerine beard. Tall, well branched and 
with heavily substanced, wide petals. Pretty Carol is, without a doubt, one of the 
best things we have introduced. In 1956 at the Utah Iris Show she was awarded 
the “best seedling” trophy and a C. O. C. She also received an H. C. in 1956.

There is 
a light area in the falls, the only other color save the slightly deeper beard. The 
petals have great width, the standards are beautifully domed, the falls flaring. 
Very heavy upright stalks could be lower and better branched. I feel it is a great

The stand- 
ards are brilliant yellow, the falls are a rich red self without the border so often 
associated with this color class. The contrast is striking and harmonious. Branch- 
ing here was surprisingly good on first year plants, although the branching does 
vary.

IMMORTAL HOUR (H. Senor Fothergill, London, England) Early Midseason 36 
inches. (Helen McKenzie x Dorothy King) Gorgeous white with a warm beard 
and wide petals of very heavy substance. Another great iris heavily bred from 
Purissima blood. The stalk with its fine branching leaves little to be desired 
Winner of the coveted Romney Towndrow Award in 1956 (for the iris with the 
best form) and was selected for trial at Wisley the same year. With this breeding

Breeders have 
continued to ask for this for breeding purposes. The color of this iris is a blend 
of apricot. The ruffled standards are open, but retain their position for the life 
of the flower. The falls are likewise ruffled, are very wide, round and flare 
almost horizontally. JUNE’S SISTER is proving a fine parent for giving width 
to its seedlings.

Kim is a descendant of the great breeder Purissima we think this grand plicata

While 
this is in the color range of such lovely iris as Mary Randall and Pretty Carol it is 
a little more “red” due to the fuchsia influence. The flowers are bright in the 
garden and are nicely formed and have good substance.

MADEMOISELLE (Larry Gaulter, Castro Valley, Calif.) Midseason-Late 38 inches. 

These blooms look 
to have been fashioned by some master-maker of ceramics so heavy is the sub- 
stance and so deftly are the full, wide, falls gently ruffled and held rigidly, but 
gracefully flared. The falls are so wide at the hafts that they almost touch. The 
color is lavender-rose and the hafts are smoothly flushed (brushed) sienna. Heavy 
stalks bear up the very large bloom and many buds to perfection.

MISS MARTHA (H. M. McLeod) Very early, intermediate season. 21 inches (Anndelia 
x True Delight) x Korolkowi Violacea) This lovely little regelia hybrid was named 
for the daughter of its hybridizer. A most interesting combination of colors. 
Standards are light raspberry veined deeper raspberry-red. Falls creamy-white 
changing to light raspberry at tip, and veined deep raspberry-red. This heavy 
veining forms a signal patch at tip of the dark bronze beard. This could be a 
ioe interesting parent for many colors including fine plicatas.

Midseason-Late 86 inches (Golden 
Ruffles x Azure Skies) Looking as though it were carved out of blue-tinted ala- 
baster, and of such heavy substance one would almost think it had been cast of 
this precious mineral, the flowers have a difficulty folding up when their several 
days of usefulness are spent. The actual color is pearled white (Blue-tinted white) 
with chartreuse smoothly brushed on at the hafts. The styles are chartreuse and 
the stigmatic lips are blue and the chartreuse beard is tipped blue. The very 
round falls are deftly ruffled near the hafts which are so wide they almost touch 
one another and the falls flare horizontally yet have a lilt and charm that keep

MORNING HAZE* (Walt Luihn, Hayward, Calif.) Early-Midseason 36 inches. (54-1: 
Snow Flurry x Prof. Mitchell Blue sdlg.) x Capitola) Large greyed lavender-blue 
self of perfect form. The beard is blue and some of this same coloring is poured 
out over the area near the beard giving a suggestion of a “signal patch.” The 
falls and standards measure four inches across) MOHRNING HAZE blooms and 
increases profusely and is perfectly hardy. We do not know the breeding of the 
Mitchell blue seedling, however, it is likely a Snow Flurry x Chivalry cross.
